Young smokers total nearly half UK average

COMMUNITY leaders in Tip- 
ton are celebrating this week 
after they successfully bid for 
£44,000 to refurbish a vital 
hub in the town. 

Work at Jubilee Park Community 
Centre will now begin on Monday and 
take up to six weeks to complete. 

Members of the Bangladeshi Women’s As¬ 
sociation were thankful for the funding boost 
from SITA Trust. 

They said the scheme to refurbish the centre 
would provide a place where the community 
could meet for social, recreational and educa¬ 
tional purposes. 

The work will see the creation of modern 
facilities at the centre, in Powis Avenue, in¬ 
cluding an office, kitchen, meeting room, social 
room and community hall. There will als be 
male and female changing rooms and access to 
pitches for sports activities too. 

Chairman of the women’s association Razia 
Sattar said: “We are grateful to Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil for entrusting us with the centre manage¬ 
ment and development responsibility. We are 
also extremely grateful to SITA Trust for the 
financial support towards the refurbishment 
work. 

Pleased 

“We are confident the centre can now begin 
its journey towards becoming a thriving com¬ 
munity hub for high-quality community de¬ 
velopment services which benefit the local 
population.” 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Councillor Simon Hackett, said 
he was pleased the funding bid had been ap¬ 
proved. “It is fantastic to see this centre being 
so well-used by the local community, not only 
for social and recreational activities but also to 
support education. 

“And this funding boost will really help the 
association provide a modern, high-quality cen¬ 
tre to support local families. 

“This is a great example of how the volun¬ 
tary sector can bring in extra money which 
the council could not. Marianne Ivin, of SITA 
Trust, added: “SITA Trust provides grants 
through the Landfill Communities Fund. “This 
important source of funding has been available 
since 1997 and has provided such worthy pro¬ 
jects with more than £1.4 billion.” 

Introduced in 1985, the Bangladeshi Wom¬ 
en’s Association is a community-led, charitable 
organisation, committed to the alleviation of 
disadvantage through community develop¬ 
ment services for the benefits of the residents 
of Tipton. 


A NATIONAL survey has shown that the level 
of smoking among young people in Sandwell is 
one of the lowest in the country. 

The What About YOUth? survey by the De¬ 
partment of Health showed that the smoking 
rate for young people aged 15 in Sandwell is 4.3 
per cent, compared with a national average of 
eight per cent. 

The 2011 General Lifestyle Survey of adult 
smokers by the Department of Health revealed 
that almost two-fifths (40 per cent) had started 


smoking regularly before the age of 16. From 1 
October, the law is changing to protect children 
from the dangers of second-hand smoke. 

The new legislation in England and Wales will 
make it illegal to smoke in vehicles with some¬ 
one under the age of 18 present. Both the driver 
and the smoker can be fined if anyone smokes 
in the vehicle. 

Councillor Yvonne Davies, Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for adult social care and health, 
said: “We are really pleased that the smoking 


rates for our young people are among the lowest 
in the country. 

“We have done a lot to prevent young people 
from taking up smoking through the work of 
our drug education, counselling and confiden¬ 
tial advice team (Decca) who work with young 
people and schools. The council supports the 
growing ambition for a Smokefree generation 
by 2025.’’People wishing to quit smoking can 
call 0800 011 4656 for free and effective support 
from the Sandwell Stop Smoking Service.

Margarita ‘Maggie’ Long was down¬ 
stairs and her 16-year-old daughter Dul- 
cie Long was getting ready for college 
upstairs when it happened. Both mother 
and daughter and their dog managed to 
escape the house. They were treated for 
shock at the scene by the fire service.

Oak House tower 
bid back on track 

A £125,000 scheme to restore the rare 
viewing tower at historic Oak House, in 
West Bromwich, has been resurrected 
- months after the company lined up to 
do the work collapsed. 

Major repairs to the crumbling belve¬ 
dere at the Grade-ll listed Tudor house 
were thrown into uncertainty after spe¬ 
cialists Fairhurst Ward Abbotts Ltd 
went into administration in June. 

But Sandwell Council said the pro¬ 
ject was finally back on track with a 
re-tendering process to find a new 
contractor already under way. 

HOUSING 

Boost to economy 
as 500 jobs created 

MORE than 500 new jobs have been cre¬ 
ated as part of a multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment in improving homes in Sandwell. 

Officials say the programme, thought 
to be worth £26.4 million overall, has re¬ 
sulted in a ‘significant’ boost to borough’s 
economy.The investment is part of a joint 
commitment made by the council and its 
project partners Keepmoat, Lovell, Vinci 
and Wates Living Space. Work was car¬ 
ried out to make sure that ageing housing 
stock including tower blocks were fit for 
purpose for communities. 

Meanwhile, 543 new jobs have been cre¬ 
ated as a result of the housing investment 
and high-rise refurbishment programmes.

Elsewhere in Sandwell visitors 
were able to have a go at making 
butter and cheese in the 17th cen¬ 
tury dairy at Oak House Museum in

Mel explains

Probe on race

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Partnership 
finances is 
looked into 
after deficit 

AN investigation has been launched 
into the finances of a Black Country 
healthcare provider. The Black Coun¬ 
try Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust, which provides support for 
people suffering from mental health 
problems and learning disabilities 
across Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton, has recorded a larg¬ 
er than planned deficit. 

And finances could get worse over 
the coming years, Trust bosses have 
predicted. Health sector regulator 
Monitor will carry out a report into 
the financial risks taken by the trust, 
the challenges it now faces and what 
can be done to improve the situation. 

Marianne Loynes, regional director 
at Monitor said: “We have launched 
this investigation to find out more 
about the financial situation at the 
trust and to establish what can be 
done to improve things for those who 
use its services. No decision has been 
taken about whether further action is 
required and an announcement on the 
outcome of the investigation set to be 
made in due course.” 

More than 2,000 members of staff 
are employed by the Trust, including 
mental health nurses, social workers 
and psychiatrists. 

Karen Dowman, Black Country 
Partnership Foundation Trust chief 
executive, said: “Despite providing 
excellent care to our community, and 
having in place good standards of gov¬ 
ernance and operational performance, 
our financial sustainability continues 
to be our biggest challenge.” 

Super hospital 
plans on agenda 

PLANS for new £353 million super 
hospital in Smethwick will go before 
councillors next Wednesday. 

The new hospital - named Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital - will be built 
on Grove Lane and is set to open in 
late 2018. It will serve around 530,000 
people living in Sandwell and West 
Birmingham. 

The hospital will offer a hi-tech crit¬ 
ical care unit as well as dedicated neo¬ 
natal, paediatric beds, coronary care, 
and adult acute assessment units. It 
will also provide 13 operating thea¬ 
tres, 12 maternity delivery suites and 
six birthing centres. 

There will also be MRI and CT 
scanners along with ultrasound facil¬ 
ities and outpatient clinics for mater¬ 
nity care and children.

COUNCIL leaders stressed they 
would do their bit to help Syrian ref¬ 
ugees. At least 100 refugees are likely 
to be coming to the Black Country 
and Staffordshire if councils agree to 
take a share of the 20,000 the UK has 
vowed to accept. 

The estimate is based on the pop¬ 
ulation size of each area with Wol¬ 
verhampton council revealing it is 
planning for around 20 individuals. 

Sandwell Council’s leader Darren 
Cooper said: “Taking 10 to 20 should 
not be a significant problem and we 
will want to do our bit to help. But 


my priority first and foremost must 
be the people of Sandwell. There will 
be pressures on housing, health and 
education and the Government must 
make sure it provides us with the re¬ 
sources.” 

Councillor Mike Bird, Leader of 
Walsall Council, said: “The council 
is awaiting details from the Govern¬ 
ment on its plans for providing long¬ 
term financial support for the care 
of Syrian refugees. When this infor¬ 
mation is received, it will be possible 
to determine the extent of any offer 
that may be made to refugees. In the

meantime the council is in discussion 
with partner agencies in order to test 
out capacity to offer support.” 

Emma Reynolds, MP for Wolver¬ 
hampton North East and shadow 
local government secretary, said: 
“While I welcome the change in the 
Government’s approach in deciding to 
accept Syrian refugees, it must make 
sure that proper funding is in place. 

“This can help councils, which have 
already taken the biggest cuts in the 
public sector. They are already under 
financial pressure in Wolverhampton, 
the Black Country and beyond.” 


Driver trapped under 
van dies after collision 


A MAN has died after being thrown 
from his van and being left trapped 
underneath it following a crash in 
West Bromwich. 

The 42-year-old man died in hospi¬ 
tal following the crash in Wiltshire Way. 
Police have appealed for witnesses to 
the smash, which happened just before 
10.40pm on Monday. 

The exact circumstances are unclear, but it is 
understood the Mercedes Sprinter van collided 
with a parked vehicle and then a tree. 

Ambulance chiefs said crews arrived to find 
the man trapped underneath the vehicle. 

Firefighters freed the man, who had received 
multiple serious injuries, allowing ambulance 
staff to begin resuscitation at the scene.He 
received advanced life support before being 
taken to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham. The motorist was pronounced dead 
during the night. 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from the Regional Col¬ 
lision Investigation Unit, said: “We are trying 
to build a picture of what happened last night. I 
would urge anyone who saw what actually hap¬ 
pened to contact us. 

Supported 

“This is obviously a difficult time for the 
man’s family, our thoughts are with them and 
they are being supported by specially trained 
officers.” 

West Midlands Ambulance spokesman, Mur¬ 
ray MacGregor, said: “When emergency crews 
arrived, he was trapped under the long wheel 
base panel van. Firefighters worked with am¬ 
bulance staff to free the man which allowed 
ambulance staff to start resuscitation. 

“The man received advanced life support at 
the scene before being taken on blue lights to 
the major trauma centre at the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital. He had suffered multiple inju¬ 
ries. Sadly, his condition was very serious and 
he died overnight,” he said. 

An eyewitness from Wiltshire Road, who did 
not want to be named, said: “The bang of the 
van shook our house. It was terrible. My part¬ 
ner was one of the first to go outside and help 
out.” 

The road was closed until around 2.30am on 
Tuesday morning while specialist reconstruc¬ 
tion staff examined the scene to establish what 
happened. Anyone who may have witnessed 
the collision is asked to contact Police on 101, 
quoting log number 596 07/07/15. 


Prab on track for poignant run

A ROAD-RUNNING Tipton man 
is gearing up for a marathon chal¬ 
lenge in memory of his brother. 

Prab Sahota, aged 36, is hit¬ 
ting the Great Birmingham Run 
on October 18 to raise money for 
Acorns Children’s Hospice, the 
charity that provided care for his 
brother, Pavan. 

Pavan was born with muscular 
dystrophy and sadly died in De¬ 
cember 1997, aged just 16. 

Mr Sahota, who is an admin¬ 
istration and quality manager 
at Birmingham University, said: 


“My brother attended Acorns 
from a young age and enjoyed his 
stay there as it enabled him to be 
more independent. The staff were 
brilliant and helped provide stim¬ 
ulation and laughter. 

“As Pavan got older, his condi¬ 
tion deteriorated, but at Acorns he 
could do what he wanted, like go 
on trips and get to know children 
his own age. He had a lot of fond 
memories and made lots of friends 
during his time there.” 

The Great Birmingham Run 
is not the first time Mr Sahota 


has been involved in fundraising. 
In 2010 he did a Great Wall of 
China trek. He added: “I’ve been 
involved in various fundraising 
events over the years for the char¬ 
ity,” adding that the Great Wall 
challenge was an ‘unforgetatable 
experience’. 

“When I take part in the Great 
Birmingham Run I know it’s 
going to be pretty memorable out 
there with the crowds cheering me 
on, and it’s a great honour to run 
through the city for such a fantas¬ 
tic cause.”

Council defends its fly-tipping record 


COUNCIL chiefs have defended 
their action to pursue fly-tippers in 
the borough after it emerged not a 
single person has been prosecuted in 
three years. 

Officials say they face a tough chal¬ 
lenge gathering evidence to prose¬ 
cute fly-tippers but are working to 
tackle the problem in the borough. 

It comes after reports of recent 
fly-tipping in Smethwick and mess 


left by travellers accessing parkland 
in the borough. 

In Sandwell there were 3,830 re¬ 
ports in 2014 - up 55 per cent from 
2,462 three years before. And the 
cost has rocketed from £146,516 in 
2012 to £236,015 in 2014. 

Council bosses said that the issue 
was a ‘huge problem’ for authorities 
across the Black Country but they 
were working hard to tackle the 


issue. Sandwell Council’s environ¬ 
ment protection manager, Richard 
Norton, said: “The problem of fly-tip- 
ping is a huge problem for all coun¬ 
cils and the council faces large costs 
in dealing with illegal and indiscrim¬ 
inate dumping in the borough. 

“We continue to investigate all 
reports of fly-tipping where there is 
some evidence of who is responsible 
for the offence. The difficulty with 


taking prosecutions remains the 
problem of securing evidence to meet 
the required standard of proof for a 
criminal prosecution.” 

Mr Norton said that of a total 
number reports of 326 incidents of 
fly-tipping which came with so-called 
evidence only 52 had ‘leads that 
could be pursued’ with 46 of them 
being described later as having evi¬ 
dence which proved to be inefficient. 


Watson in unity call 
despite resignations

JEREMY Corbyn’s criticism 
of the European Union 
forced Black Country MP 
Emma Reynolds to resign 
from Labour’s front bench, 
she revealed - as new dep¬ 
uty leader Tom Watson ap¬ 
pealed for a united party. 

The MP for Wolverhampton 
North East has come under 
fire from supporters of the new 
party leader for announcing she 
would not stay on as shadow 
communities secretary in the 
shadow cabinet. 

She defended herself against crit¬ 
ics, whom she labelled ‘trolls’ for 
saying she should resign her seat in 
the Commons or change parties. 

Miss Reynolds was one of a se¬ 
ries of high profile resignations in¬ 
cluding shadow education secretary 
Tristram Hunt, shadow work and 
pensions secretary Rachel Reeves 
and leadership contenders Yvette 
Cooper and Liz Kendall that came 
almost immediately after the left¬ 
winger Mr Corbyn was revealed to 
have won a sensational majority. 

Critical 

But the 37-year-old said she had 
‘major policy differences’ with Mr 
Corbyn, who won the backing of 
60 per cent of party supporters. Mr 
Corbyn has indicated he does not 
want to leave the EU but he has 
been highly critical of the way it has 
treated Greece. 

Miss Reynolds also differs with 
him on Britain’s role in the military 
alliance Nato. 

But she offered her congratu¬ 
lations to Mr Corbyn and to new 
deputy leader Tom Watson, MP for 
West Bromwich East, and backed 
his call for unity in the party. And 
to her Twitter critics she replied: 
“Trolls should remember many 
MPs served from backbenches, like 
Jeremy.” 

Meanwhile Mr Watson has ap¬ 
pealed to the party to unite behind 
Mr Corbyn. He said: “A united party 
can unite the country and we need 
to be able to speak for all in 2020.”

Failure fear 
holds back 
dreams to

Protecting them from 
the harmful impact of second-hand 
smoke is a big step forward towards 
helping our children stay healthy.”

Axe for bonfire night at 
park due to safety fears 


AN annual bonfire and fireworks 
display in Wednesbury has been 
axed after last year’s event attract¬ 
ed twice the number of people ex¬ 
pected -12,000. 

The event at Brunswick Park also saw 
three people injured when a stray rocket 
shot into the crowd. 

Although the accident was due to a faulty 
firework, Sandwell Council says the park can¬ 
not cope with such high numbers of visitors. 

They are replacing the display with a bonfire 
at Tipton’s Jubilee Park, which is bigger, on 
November 6. 

The start of last year’s event at Brunswick 
Park, which has been running for three years, 
had to be delayed due to the bumper crowds. 

Deputy council leader Steve Eling said the 
decision not to hold the event in Wednesbury 
this year had been made due to safety concerns. 

“Brunswick Park is not big enough for the 
number of people who attended last year,” he 
said. “We had problems with people getting 
into the park. We have moved the event to Ju¬ 
bilee Park which is a bigger venue.” 

Disappointed 

Wednesbury North councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said she was disappointed by the decision 
not to run the event in Wednesbury. 

“It’s a shame because the event hadn’t had 
any problems before last year,” she said. 

“What happened with the firework couldn’t 
have been prevented - it was a dud firework. 

“I’m extremely disappointed that there will 
be no firework display in Wednesbury - it’s 
very disappointing for people in Wednesbury 
as it was a popular event. It’s a shame they 
couldn’t have found a way to hold it at Brun¬ 
swick Park again,” she added. 

Speaking after last year’s event, Councillor 
Costigan claimed safety had been a priority for 
organisers. 

Numerous calls were made on the public ad¬ 
dress system for people to move away from the 
fireworks before the display started. The event 
was delayed for 20 minutes as the crowd was 
forced back. 

Among those who were injured last year was 
father-of-five Jason Deeley-Brewer, who was 
burned when the rocket hit and exploded on 
his leg. A seven-year-old girl and 23-year-old 
man were also treated by paramedics. 

The last time a firework display was held in 
Jubilee Park was in 2007.

Cameron’s 
blindness 
to needs of 
provinces 


NO doubt David Cameron’s unfortunate 
quip about folk from different parts of 
Yorkshire hating one another because 
they had put so many rival bids in for gov¬ 
ernment cash was a casual aside, never 
intended to offend anybody, and which 
will probably be quickly forgotten. 

It does, though, give an interesting 
insight into how little understanding the 
London-centric political class has of pro¬ 
vincial Britain. 

It seems Mr Cameron was surprised 
that people in different parts of York¬ 
shire had different priorities, and wanted 
money for their own localities rather than 
cutting a deal among themselves about 
where the money should go. But York¬ 
shire is a huge county. Just how would 
pouring money into the south of the 
county, which is basically the East Mid¬ 
lands, benefit somebody in the Dales? 

It’s no different here. While there is a lot 
of talk about devolution at the moment, 
it all sounds like anything but. Instead 
of local councillors looking after their 
own patches, we are pretty much being 
told that the only way the West Midlands 
will get the sort of money that London 
does is by forming some kind of region¬ 
al authority. While it might not be called 
“Greater Birmingham”, that is inevitably 
how Westminster will see it.Last week the 
West Midlands’ new transport plan was 
announced, which was as predictable as 
it was depressing. High speed rail and a 
glitzy new station for Birmingham, and 
oh, yes, a few bendy buses for Sandwell 
and Dudley. That will kick-start the Black 
Country economy, won’t it? 

London-centred politicians assume 
that the rest of Britain really wants to be 
like London, and that fiercely independ¬ 
ent towns and cities with very little in 
common bar an accident of geography, 
can all be lumped together to form some 
sort of artificial region.

Jasper talks from the 
heart about donation

The unveiling of a memorial to 
organ donors meant something 
extra special for Jasper Car¬ 
rott. CLARE BUTLER reports 


“THIS monument means that any¬ 
one can come at anytime to sit and 
think about a loved one.” 

Those were the words of Birmingham 
comedian Jasper Carrott at the unveiling 
of City Hospital’s memorial area for or¬ 
gan donors. 

Jasper spoke to 15 families at the event last 
Wednesday, explaining how his wife Hazel, 
who he has been married to for more than 
four decades, donated an organ to their actress 
daughter Lucy Davis in 1997. 

Lucy underwent a kidney transplant after 
being diagnosed with kidney failure. 

He recalled the day the operation took place, 
saying: “I remember I was actually doing a 
show at the NEC in Birmingham when the op¬ 
eration was taking place. It was an emotional 
and traumatic time. 

“My wife donated her kidney to my daugh¬ 
ter and I’m pleased to say that she has been 
very healthy since. 

Successful 

“She has followed to the letter what doctors 
have told her to do in order to look after it, and 
it has meant she has had a life and incredible 
career. 

“She is a glowing example of having a suc¬ 
cessful transplant, and although my experi¬ 
ence may not have been as dramatic as what 
no doubt a lot of you have been through here 
today -1 can relate.” 

Hospital bosses and families were touched 
by Jasper’s personal recollection, yet it wasn’t 
long before he got the crowds laughing with a 
touch of humour too. 

“Whenever my daughter was a little more 
irritable after the transplant we would say it 
was the transplant causing the menopause,” 
he joked. Lucy, now aged 42, has since gone on 
to star in noteable film and TV roles including 


The Office and zombie comedy Shaun of the 
Dead. 

The ceremony saw a heart-shaped stone 
monument, plaque and seated reflection area 
revealed in honour of the organ donors and 
their families. 

During National Transplant Week, last 
week, family members were keen to re-iterate 
the importance of speaking to loved ones about 
organ donation. 

Christine Rock, from West Bromwich, who 
lost her husband, John in 2011 at the age of 
69 spoke of how she knew her family had to 
fulfil his wishes. 

She said: “Four years ago my husband had 
a stroke and was taken into hospital but sadly 
didn’t pull through. 

“He always carried a donor card with him, 
so although it was a trying time for us and es¬ 
pecially our daughter, we were always aware 


of his wishes and wanted to fulfil them. 

“His heart tissue went on to save five neo¬ 
natal babies. 

“To be able to come here today and see so 
many families who were in a similar position 
to us has been lovely. Jasper was incredibly 
touching and down to earth too.” 

Following his speech, 70-year-old Jasper 
took time to speak to each family, before pos¬ 
ing for pictures beside the monument, where 
family members also placed flowers. 

Inscribed on the stone were the words ‘A gift 
of life’ with the bench quote reading ‘Words 
are not always necessary - comfort comes from 
the meeting of hearts.’ 

Dr John Bleasdale, clinical lead for organ 
donation at the hospital, said: “This monu¬ 
ment celebrates the people who said ‘I do’ to 
organ donation. We are eternally grateful to 
them and their families and this can be a place

for them to sit, reflect and contemplate as well 
as a being a mark of remembrance. 

“We want to encourage better communica¬ 
tion between families about speaking about 
organ donation. I am sure that is it is dis¬ 
cussed more, then families will be more open 
to saying yes.” 

The National Transplant Week campaign 
was encouraging people to say ‘I do’ to organ 
donation. Donors can make the decision to de¬ 
clare donation after their death or by giving a 
living donation by choosing to donate a kidney, 
a small section of liver or discarded bone from 
a hip or knee replacement. 

Every year across the country around a 
thousand people die waiting for a transplant. 

However, only four per cent of people reg¬ 
ularly give blood and only a third have joined 
the organ donor register. For more informa¬

Anyone who has ever seen some of 
these complaints will know that they are 
often deeply offensive in nature to individ¬ 
uals, border on libellous in content and can 
be grossly exaggerated in any actual detail, 
others are simply made up and contain no 
foundation or truth whatsoever, and yet still 
get treated as genuine, even though these 
people have sent copious amounts of com¬ 
plaints before.

Focusing on community 


By David Cosgrove 


A NEW photographic project shin¬ 
ing a light on Tipton’s Muslim 
community aims to give a power¬ 
ful voice to an understated part of 
British society. 

Social commentary artist Mahtab Hus¬ 
sain’s portraits in his new publication 
‘The Quiet Town of Tipton’ offer dozens 
of snapshots of the town’s Muslim res¬ 
idents. 

Mr Hussain’s painstaking work saw him 
going from door to door, getting to know 
members of the Muslim community in Park 
Lane East and taking photos of them in their 
surroundings. 

He has compiled the work into a combina¬ 
tion of pictures and interviews of his subjects 
in the newly-released book. However, while 
the work has just been published, Mr Hus¬ 
sain’s interviews date back to 2013 and the 
aftermath of the nailbombing attempt on the 
Kanz-ul-Iman mosque - for which Ukrainian 
Pavlo Lapshyn was jailed for life. 

Traditional 

Mr Hussain, aged 34, who was brought 
up in Birmingham said: “I ended up looking 
around Tipton because it was a really interest¬ 
ing Muslim community. When I was walking 
around the area it was incredibly quiet and 
very different from parts of Birmingham. It’s 
very traditional and almost felt like stepping 
back in time to the late 80s or early 90s. 

“The people were just really welcoming. 

“At first I didn’t know what kind of work I 
was going to make. 

“Then a week after I started working in 
Tipton the bomb went off. That was a real 
motivator to go back into the space to discover 
how people reacted to what had happened..” 

While some media coverage has inflamed 
the tensions between different strands of Brit¬ 
ish society, Mr Hussain said the community’s 
reaction to the nail bomb attack was one of 
quiet acceptance. 

They ‘came to terms’ with what had hap¬

pened much more quickly than might have 
been expected, according to Mr Hussain. 

Mr Hussain, who himself is a Muslim, said: 
“One of the things my research has uncovered 
is a genuine fear in Muslim communities that 
one day they’re going to be kicked out of Eng¬ 
land due to the growing tensions. 

“When this particular event happened I 
thought it could be the start of something. 

“I managed to connect with the mosque 
where the bomb happened. 

“I think what was wonderful was that some¬ 


how the people had come to terms with it. 

“Some of the young people had a type of 
anger but that is because they don’t quote 
know how to digest it. 

“Overall people seemed to view it in terms 
of it being one particular person who had 
something wrong with him - rather than 
building a big narrative around it.” 

In the book Mr Hussain said he hoped to 
provide a means of expression for a part of 
society which sometimes chooses not to share 
its views. He spoke to people who moved to 


Britain decades ago and also younger genera¬ 
tions who were born and brought up here, in 
an effort to cover the whole range of the com¬ 
munity. “I connected with the first generation 
who have been here for 50 or 60 years. 

“They worked in foundries and factories all 
their lives so they could invite their families 
over here, buy a house and they were all so 
grateful to have that opportunity. There’s 
sometimes a struggle with nationalism and 
patriotism but a lot of people I spoke to said 
they were British - they were given an op-

portunity in this country and they took that 
opportunity.”

Junction complex is 
‘final piece of jigsaw’ 



The notice of The Junction Oldbury Shopping Park 
development, at Dudley Road, Oldbury 


REVIVED multi-million pound plans for a new shopping 
and leisure complex in Oldbury were today hailed as ‘the 
final piece in the town’s jigsaw.’ 

Shops, restaurants and homes could soon be built at The 
Junction off Oldbury Ringway. Proposals for the site have 
been in the pipeline for more than 10 years but have never 
come to fruition. 

A £50 million scheme, covering a 34-acre site and creat¬ 
ing 1,000 jobs, was given final approval in 2011 but the land 
has remained empty ever since. 

Now, a fresh bid is being made for planning permission to 
develop part of the land. Ward councillor Suzanne Hartwell 
has welcomed the news, saying: “It’s been a long time com¬ 
ing, but hopefully this time they’re able to see it through. 

“This would definitely be a welcome development, and 
I’m all for these eyesore sites getting redeveloped and back 
for community use.Deputy leader Councillor Steve Eling 
added: “Clearly this is a large site and a key route into 
town. It’s an eyesore, which has been derelict for almost 
20 years.” 


Potholes 
problems 
led to £lm 
payouts 


MORE than £1 million in compensation has 
been paid out to drivers in Sandwell for dam¬ 
age caused to their cars by potholes. 

Around 200 claims from motorists have been set¬ 
tled by Sandwell Council during the past four years. 
And last year, council workmen filled in more than 
2,000 holes on the borough’s ravaged roads. 


But despite the compensa¬ 
tion bill totalling £1,062,269 
across four years, the num¬ 
ber of complaints lodged by 
motorists has actually fallen 
since 2011. 

It total, there were 23 
successful claims made by 
drivers in 2014/15, com¬ 
pared to 36 in 2013/14, 88 in 
2012/13 and 72 in 2011/12. 
The amount paid out by the 
council in those years was 
£563,921, £351,669, £98,462 
and £48,217 respectively. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
highways and environment, 
said: “I know the condition 
of roads is important to 
all motorists. We have in¬ 
vested in treatment to stop 
potholes forming in the 
first place and when they 
do happen we have done 
our best to put the matter 
right first time. I would en¬ 
courage everybody to report

potholes to us. You can do 
this through the council’s 
website using ‘report a prob¬ 
lem’.” 

In 2011/12, the local au¬ 
thority filled in 1,032 pot¬ 
holes which were plaguing 
the borough’s roads. This 
rose to 2,608 during the last 
financial year. In December, 
it was announced Sandwell 
would receive £7.3m in Gov¬ 
ernment funding to blitz 
potholes with the council 
pledging a further £902,000 
- money which will resur¬ 
face 35 miles of road. 

The pothole figures come 
after the Express & Star 
revealed Sandwell Council 
paid out £2.7m in compen¬ 
sation and legal fees for 
personal injury claims as a 
result of accidents on roads 
and pavements in the bor¬ 
ough.

Petition is 
launched 
in protest 
at tenants 


FURIOUS residents have launched a petition 
against a Darlaston property tycoon they say 
is filling the town with ‘the very worst kinds 
of people’. 

Jim Haliburton has been accused of filling his J9 
Accommodation properties in Darlaston with drug 
addicts, alcoholics and jailbirds, leading to anti-so¬ 


cial behaviour. 

On Saturday almost 100 
demonstrators gathered 
outside the firm’s head¬ 
quarters in Pinfold Street to 
protest against J9’s letting 
policy. 

Mr Haliburton has 
around 140 properties in 
the Black Country. Now the 
organisers have launched a 
petition with the backing 
of Darlaston South Coun¬ 
cillor Doug James, who has 
offered to mediate between 
the two parties. 

Organiser Ryan Pressdee 
said: “We had about 100 
people at the protest but 
that is only the tip of the ice¬ 
berg. Plenty of people have 
been in contact offering 
their support and the peti¬ 
tion is a way for us to show 
Mr Haliburton the strength 
of feeling against what he is 
doing to the area. 

“We want to see J9 doing

Exercise sessions 
score a big hit

A UNIQUE sports project in Sandwell challenging couch 
potatoes to do regular exercise sessions has smashed ex¬ 
pectations with nearly 800 residents taking part. 

Sandwell Leisure Trust’s ‘Games Project’, inspired by 
last year’s Commonwealth Games, encouraged people who 
were not taking regular exercise to participate in at least 
one half hour session each week over a six-month period. 

Activities ranged from rugby, women’s boxing, pilates 
and netball. 

The project was funded by Sport England as part of the 
Make Your Move initiative, which gave funding to various 
sporting outlets to increase sport activities in the borough.

Morrisons closures due 


TWO Morrisons supermar¬ 
kets in Sandwell are ear¬ 
marked to close - putting 
more than 200 jobs at risk, 
bosses have announced. 

The firm is planning to shut the 
Hawthorns store in West Brom¬ 
wich along with the Pottery Road 
store in Oldbury. 

It comes just months after the su¬ 
permarket giant closed its West Bro¬ 
mwich Ringway store. Morrisons 
revealed a slump in profits last week 
and announced it was planning to 
close 11 stores in the UK, putting 
900 jobs throughout the UK at risk. 
Bosses have now revealed the two 


Sandwell stories are among the 11 
under threat. A consultation is under 
way and discussions are taking place 
about relocating staff to other stores. 
A store manager from the Hawthorns 
store in Holyhead Road did confirm 
that the store was one of the 11 up 
for potential closure, but was unable 
to comment further. It is believed the 
store employs around 230 staff. 

Morrisons spokesperson Tom 
Cooledge said: “We have looked ex¬ 
tremely carefully at whether these 
stores can be turned around but un¬ 
fortunately we cannot see a way of 
making them viable. 

“We are therefore proposing their 
closure. We are consulting with col¬ 
leagues and unions and we will be dis¬ 


cussing how to reduce redundancies 
and redeploy colleagues around our 
business.” 

Councillor Steve Eling, who repre¬ 
sents the Abbey ward, said: “At the 
moment we don’t know any further 
information about the arrangements 
that will be made.” 

The West Bromwich Ringway Mor¬ 
risons was closed in March, when it 
was announced that they were one 
of 10 struggling stores. The majority 
of staff from the store were moved 
to the Hawthorns. Pre-tax profits for 
the half-year to August 2 fell 47 per 
cent to £126 million while like-for-like 
sales for the period dropped 2.7 per 
cent compared with the same period 
last year.

Students are allocated to one of four 
houses, where they have the support 
of their form tutor, a head of house and 
a full-time, non-teaching pastoral man¬ 
ager who is on hand to provide support 
at any time of the academy day. 

Teachers believe that it is their job to 
develop students not only as learners 
but as human beings who are happy 


and can contribute effectively to soci¬ 
ety. Great emphasis is therefore placed 
on developing students’ ability to work 
together, to work independently, to be 
creative, to develop essential inter¬ 
personal and social skills, as well as 
core skills such as literacy, numeracy 
and ICT.

let it be Liverpool, vibrant home of 
The Beatles and a whole lot more 


THE Cavern was rammed, the 
moptops were rocking I Want To 
Hold Your Hand, it was only the 
Spanish accent between songs 
that made the illusion fade. 

Welcome to International Beatles Week. 
I was sharing a famous brick cellar on Mer¬ 
seyside with a united nations of Fab Four 
aficionados enjoying Barcelona’s tribute to 
The Beatles, The Flaming Shakers, having 
just squeezed past Japan’s answer to the 
famous four posing for photos in Mathew 
Street. 

You could be forgiven for thinking that 
every week is International Beatles Week 
in Liverpool, where the most famous pop 
group ever still play a vital role in the tour¬ 
ist industry. But organisers of the special 
week which takes over several venues in the 
city, including the three stages based on the

network of cellars that birthed the Beatles, 
is a massive draw. 

It was pure coincidence that I happened 
to be visiting during the Fab Four feast but 
the festival is obviously popular with the 
die-hard devotees. Most of Scandinavia’s 
Beatles fans seemed to be staying at the 
same hotel as me. 

Mathew Street, at the epicentre of Liv¬ 
erpool’s Cavern Quarter near shopping 
destination Liverpool One, is one big photo 
opp with its bricks engraved with the name 
of every band that played the legendary 
venue, from Billy J Kramer to Oasis. Mean¬ 
while, John Lennon’s statue nonchalantly 
leans on the wall and seems to watch the 
crowds with mild amusement. 

The street has several pubs once fre¬ 
quented by ‘Four Lads Who Shook The 


World’ plus an array of shops and venues 
selling Beatles memorabilia. 

But there is more to Liverpool than The 
Beatles. The city was long Britain’s most 
important port and remains a cosmopolitan 
and culturally vibrant hub. 

Waterfront 

It’s monumental waterfront buildings 
confirm the city as Britain’s equivalent to 
New York. At Albert Dock the red pillared 
warehouses have been converted into bars, 
restaurants, galleries and shops. It also has 
Merseyside Maritime Museum, revealing 
its sea-going history and its infamous role 
in the slave trade at its third floor Interna¬ 
tional Slavery Museum. 

Liverpool’s cultural offering is substan¬ 
tial with Tate Liverpool at Albert Dock and 
the Walker Art Gallery on William Brown 
Street. The Walker has a superb collection 


of 500 pieces including work by Rembrandt, 
Rubens, to Lowry and Hockney. 

The fascinating World Museum nearby 
is currently the only British venue for 
Mayas: Revelation of an Endless Time, an 
enthralling exhibition on loan from Mexico 
(until October 18). All are free, though the 
Tate charges for special exhibitions. 

With St George’s Hall opposite, the 
Walker forms part the most impressive 
array of Victorian civic architecture in Brit¬ 
ain. The three main city theatres, The Play¬ 
house, The Royal Court and Empire are all 
nearby, just a few yards from Lime Street 
rail station. 

With its art and architecture, but most of 
all its irreverent quirkiness — such as the 
multi-coloured Dazzle Ferry painted by Sgt 
Pepper artist Sir Peter Blake and the zip- 
wire over busy Church Street — Liverpool 
is a city that never fails to impress.

Gareth is stripping 
away the backing 


S Singing a cappella is the 
ultimate test of any choir 
according to Gareth Malone. 
“Only once you’ve stripped away all 
those musical crutches that a backing 
track offers - it’s possible to truly see, 
and test, the group’s quality.” 

Originally used in religious circles, a 
cappella (Italian for “in the manner of 
the chapel”) is music performed by a 
group or solo singer without any 
instrumental accompaniment. 

It has become increasingly popular 
in recent years, with talent shows 
such as The X Factor challenging 
singers to perform a cappella to get a 
true indication of the power and range 
of their voices before making a 
decision on their futures. 

The style has also gained popularity 
thanks to the 2012 film Pitch Perfect in 
which all-girl singing group The Bellas 
take on their male rivals in a campus 
competition. 

Malone, the man behind BBC2’s 
The Choir - which won two TV Baftas 
- and Gareth’s All Star Choir which 
saw a group of celebrity singers score 
a No.1 last year in aid of Children in 


Need, is using the a cappella as the 
inspiration for his latest series, as he 
embarks on a search for the nation’s 
most entertaining amateur group. 

But although Malone has made it 
clear that musicianship and technical 
ability are important, he will also be 
looking for funny and astonishing 
performances, including some 
choreography and gymnastics, that 
could turn groups into viral stars. 

Therefore The Naked Choir is 
expected to cover a wide variety of 
genres, with choirs and singing groups 
from gospel, barbershop, hip hop, doo 
wop and more all encouraged to enter 
at the audition stage earlier this year. 

The entrants have now been 
whittled down to eight groups to 
compete in the six-part series, which 
will focus on their preparations for 
performances at famous public 
venues in front of big audiences. 

A jury of carefully selected music 
experts have the final say and will 
decide which choirs stay in the 
competition and which go home. 

The Naked Choir is the first 
commission for Malone since 


controller Kim Shillinglaw took charge 
of BBC2 in April last year. 

“Gareth’s energy and enthusiasm 
are infectious,” she said. 

Twenty Twenty’s Tim Carter has 
executive produced the series, and is 
also clearly excited to be working with 
Malone. 

“We’ve seen Gareth create choirs 
from scratch,” he adds. 

“Now he’s going to lift the lid on a 
remarkably vibrant and creative British 
amateur singing scene.” 

‘The stripped-back performances 
will feature no backing tracks or 
musical instruments in a bid to pose 
the ultimate test of vocal dexterity, 
creativity and ingenuity.” 

Tonight, a London community choir, 
an Essex gospel group, a sextet of 
Southampton students and female 
barbershoppers from Portsmouth 
attempt to harmonise their way into 
the competition’s next stage. 

Will they hit the right note with 
Gareth and judges? Or will their 
performance tonight be their swan 
song?

Sizzler on road and track 


By Matt Joy 


There’s always room for improve¬ 
ment, even in the world of super¬ 
cars. McLaren goes hunting with 
its lighter, faster and more pow¬ 
erful 675 LT. 

Creating an even faster, track-ready 
version of an existing supercar could 
be achieved very quickly - and cyni¬ 
cally; an engine tweak here, a bigger 
wing there. 

But that’s not how McLaren has gone 
about creating the limited run 675 LT. The 
Long Tail name references the FI Long Tails 
created for further dominance in motor- 
sport, and this road car is designed to work 
on the track too. 

There’s more power, but from an engine 
that is 50 per cent new. It’s 100kg lighter, 
thanks to extreme measures like a slimmed- 
down wiring loom, improved aerodynamics 
also give the 675 a distinct look compared 
to its 650S sibling, and some clever features 
like the track telemetry app so you can play 
at being an FI driver. 

McLaren’s first road car of recent times 
was pretty and functional, but during the 
intervening years, the style and impact of 
each model has consistently improved. The 
675 LT is both dramatic and attractive, with 
the aero package adding to the race car 
look. It gives the bigger (and much more 
expensive) PI a run for its money in terms 
of looks. 

On the image front there’s very little to 
touch the 675 LT. Not only does it benefit 
from being limited to just 500 examples, the 
racing pedigree can’t be bought. 


You’ll want to leave the shopping at home, 
although if you’re a bit of a show-off you can 
head for the local supermarket and return 
with 144 litres of goodies. More importantly 
the cabin space is good; the dihedral doors 
open up and away, and although the bucket 
seats are slim and require a little care, once 
you’re in, the driving position is excellent and 
the view out is good. 

There are also a few areas to store odds 
and ends, even cup holders, but you won’t 
want to use those if you’re exploiting the per¬ 
formance. 

The 3.8-litre twin-turbocharged V8 de¬ 
livers 666bhp (675PS in metric, hence the 
name) and 516lb/ft of torque, and with a 
kerb weight of just 1,230kg the performance 
is utterly spectacular. A sub-three-second to 
62mph is a given, but the 0-124mph time of 
7.9 seconds is borderline ludicrous. It might 
be turbocharged but the engine is huge¬ 
ly flexible and responsive, and in the right 
engine mode the quick-snap gear changes 
are accompanied by glorious pops from the 
exhaust. 

The way the 675 LT behaves on road and 
track is equally stunning. With the scant re¬ 
strictions of the track to worry about, you can 
revel in the grip, the balance and the delica¬ 
cy of its behaviour, even at high speeds and 
with big g-forces. 

As well as the aero changes, the 675 has 
tweaked ESP settings that are separate from 
the Handling mode, so you can have softer 
suspension on the road, but still with a loose 
safety net or the complete opposite on the 
track. 

It’s surprisingly friendly yet enormously in¬ 
volving, and of course, huge fun. 

There is a substantial premium for the 675 
LT over the 650S, but it’s worth remember-

ing how much of the car is different. The 
unique exterior, revised suspension, light¬ 
weight parts and extra performance give 
a notably different feel from its sister car. 
Even the telemetry system, which gives 
you the kind of data level that Mr Button 
and Mr Alonso get to play with at week¬ 
ends adds to the experience. And say it 
quietly, but a car like this limited to just 500 
worldwide won’t lose too much money in 
a hurry. 

Any lucky so-and-so in the fortunate 
position to buy one should be queuing up 


for a 675 LT. There’s always a market for 
‘everyday’ supercars, but over and above 
that the track-focused versions are seem¬ 
ingly more in demand; the idea being you 
can drive your steed to the track, enjoy 
some hot laps and drive it home again, all 
without having to do anything other than fill 
it with fuel. You’ll need to be on good terms 
with your McLaren dealer though; appar¬ 
ently all 500 are spoken for. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Sizzling. If this car was a Jet fighter it would 
be running rings around its enemies.

Style seems to win most battles these days 
when a family decides more room is needed 
to keep the kids happy in the back of the car. 

It’s a victory often won by a big, tall bruiser of a car 
that looks ready for the urban jungle or a trip up the 
nearest mountain. An SUV in other words; something 
that adds a touch of the big outdoors to the daily 
grind. 

But there is an alternative. It won’t gather admiring glanc¬ 
es at the school gates but it will almost certainly be cheaper 
to run, more practical and, if you’re only moderately lucky, 
be much nicer to drive. 

Which brings us to the latest version of the Ford Grand 
C-MAX, fresh from a mid-life makeover and about as trim as 
a sensible seven seater ever could, with Ford’s handsome 
new grille (looking more than ever like an Aston Martin) and 
sharper style to the headlights, while Ford watching anoraks 
will spot a simpler look to the rear. 

Inside, there is a hike in apparent quality of the materials 
you touch or look at, along with fewer switches and a big 
touch screen in the manner of the latest Ford Focus. 

Under the bonnet the big news is the availability of a new 
1.5 litre diesel engine that produces more power and fewer 
pollutants than the larger, 1.6 litre unit it replaces. 

You can also choose from two versions of Ford’s fine 
1.0 litre EcoBoost petrol engine or a 2.0 litre diesel. Prices 
range from £20,295 to £27,615 and are £1,600 more than 
Ford asks for the smaller C-MAX, which looks a reasonable 
premium for the Grand C-MAX’s third row of seats and the 
convenience of sliding rear doors in place of the conven¬ 
tionally opening pair on the 14cms (5.5 inches) shorter car. 

Both models have more than 20 storage spaces scattered 
around the cabin, which should be quieter thanks to thick¬ 
er side window glass, more absorbent seals on the tailgate 
and extra soundproofing under the bonnet, with extra atten¬ 
tion paid to the diesel models. 

Features 

Depending on version, you will find as standard, or op¬ 
tional, safety features that include a blind spot information 
system, lane departure warning, traffic sign recognition 
and adaptive cruise control that can warn when you are too 
close to the vehicle in front. 

But most Fords of recent years have stood out from the 
pack for the way they drive. It’s not, as an engineer from 
a rival company once told me, that others could not make 
their cars nicer to drive, it’s just that they had other priorities. 

So good for Ford to find that the latest C-MAX and Grand 
C-MAX have been lightly breathed on to make them still bet¬ 
ter from behind the wheel, with gentle massaging of damp¬ 
ers, suspension bushes and power steering settings. 

The result, with the new 118bhp diesel engine doing the 
work in a £23,145 Titanium spec Grand C-MAX is a car that 
drives like something much smaller and less accommodat¬ 
ing of five adults plus a couple of growing children in the 
third row. 

It is so much removed from the rock and roll lifestyle of 
a typical SUV as to feel like a car from another planet. A 
dashboard readout of 44mpg after a brisk outing was further 
proof that fun and family need not be mutually exclusive.

The countdown has started for the new fort- 
wo cabrio, a particularly iconic variant of the 
new model series. 

The open-top two-seater has its world premiere at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show next week and will be avail¬ 
able for ordering from mid-November with the first 
models reaching dealers in February 2016. 

Three cars in one: at the touch of a button the new smart 
cabrio is transformed from a closed two-seater into a car 
with a large sliding canvas sunroof, or a fully fledged cab¬ 
riolet with the soft top completely open. This enables the 
fresh air driving experience to be adapted to the weather or 
the driver's mood. This flexibility offered by the "tritop" fold¬ 
ing soft top and the removable roof bars is a special feature 
- and not just in this segment. At the same time, the new 
smart cabrio is the only true cabriolet in its class. 

Customers can choose between three different colours 
for the "tritop" fabric soft top: blue denim, red or black. The 
headlining is always grey. The removable roof bars that can 
be stowed in a compartment in the tailgate come in the trid- 
ion colour. 

When the sun peeps out from behind the clouds, smart 
fortwo cabrio drivers can react quickly: the soft top can be 
opened automatically in 12 seconds - even when driving at 
top speed. The top can also be opened from outside the car 
by remote control. 

Removing the side roof bars enables a full-blown cabrio 
experience. The roof bars can be stowed on the inside of 
the tailgate. This stowage compartment in the tailgate also 
offers additional stowage space for small items, for example 
fluorescent jacket, first-aid kit or warning triangle. 

With an area of 1.8 m2 the "tritop" fabric soft top is approx¬ 
imately four percent larger than its predecessor. The outer 
covering is made of a particularly lightfast polyacrylic fabric 
and the inside features a polyester/cotton mix. There is a 
rubber layer in the middle. The soft top has a total thickness 
of 20 mm. The rear windscreen is heated and is made of 
glass. 

The new smart fortwo cabrio is the most rigid smart cabrio 
ever. The torsional strength has been improved by around 
15 per cent compared with the predecessor. The material 
mix comprises a high proportion of ultra-high strength hot- 
formed steels and maximum-strength multiphase steels.

In addition, the cabrio has been specifically reinforced 
in decisive places in comparison to the coupe. The modi¬ 
fications include a large steel cross under the vehicle, two 
torsional bulkheads under the vehicle at the front and rear 
and an inner tube in the A-pillars made of high strength hot- 
formed steel. 

As well as meeting the requirements of mandatory crash 
tests, the new smart fortwo cabrio - with a safety concept 
that includes the tridion safety cell typical of the brand for ef¬ 
ficient energy absorption - also passes additional Mercedes- 
Benz crash tests that often have much stricter requirements. 
This includes the "roof-drop" test. Here the body falls at a 
slight angle from a height of 50 centimetres onto the roof 
structure and the vehicle hits one of the two A-pillars. 

The new cabrio will initially be available with two state- 
of-the-art three-cylinder engines rated at 71 hp and 90 hp. 
Both engines can be combined with the five-speed manu¬ 
al transmission or the fully automatic twinamic dual clutch 
transmission.
